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(Sec Abstract. Lines I S-l 8). 
Accordingly, the cited references fail to icach that replacing as liltle as S% of 
individual's daily carbohydrate with resistant starch in combination with replacing at leasi 
10% of an individual'* saturated fat intake with unsaturated fal would be successful in 
achieving ihe heahh benefits recited in the claims of the present invention. Accordingly, the 
rejections over Laugh lin ct al, cither alone or in combination with Watanabe and Carg 
should be withdrawn and each of claims I- 10 and 26-33 should be allowed. 

CONCLUSION 

For all of the foregoing reasons, the final rejection should now be withdrawn and an 

noiiceof allowance of all pending claims is respcclfuUy solicited. Should the Examiner wish 

to discuss any issues of form or substance in order to expedite allowance of the pending 

application, she is invited to contact the undersigned attorney at the number indicated below. 
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
